Chicago, Dec. 19.—'VVlth nearly seventy- 
five funerals to be held in Chicago to day 
there was no sign of peacc between livery 
and hearse drivers and employers. There 
was a cold, drizzling rain and. relatives of 
those who were to be buried slipped along 
Ice and slush covered pavements as in 
many cases mourners followed to railway 
stations business-like "dead wagons’* of 
undertaker.s. Walking was treacherous, 
but there was practically no alternative. 
No carriages were to be had and under­ 
takers announced they w'ould not send 
out any hearses until strikers had been 
forced' into submission, for it would be 
dangerous to send costly vehicles out of 
barns even if nonunion men could be had. 


The funeral of Anna Leek, whose hus­ 
band is in jail charged with her piurder, 
was held to day under a guard of police, 
who wei*e forced to use clubs to disperse 
crowds of striking cabmen and sympath­ 
izers. 
The children of 
the murdered 
woman w^ere the only attendants at the 
funeral. 
The corpse was taken to the 
cemetery in a w’agon. 


The most prominent funeral of the day 
was that of Judge Jonas Hutchinson, for 
fifteen years on the .quperior court bench. 
The remains of Judge Hutchinson w’ere 
taken to Oakwood cemetery in an under­ 
taker’s W’a g o n , hile private carriages of 
his personal friends were used for pall 
bearers and immediate friends of the 
family. 


Police protection against .strike.r.s for 
funeral corteges on their way 
to 
the 
cemeterle.« was demanded this evening by 
the 
joint 
livery association and was 
promptly promised b.v’ the chief of police. 
He ordered inspectors to afford every pro­ 
tection in their power, but refu.sed to al­ 
low' officers to be seated on or to drlv’e 
vehicles bearing the bodies. 
“This inter­ 
ference with the burial of'the dead is the 
meanest. l>it of business the police hitvv 
had to cope with to my knowledge,” the 
chief said. “I do not know how the thing 
could be carried any farther.” 


No attack has yet been made on ambu­ 
lances bearing .sick, but undertakers ex­ 
press fears such will soon be the case. 
Particularly in case of deaths of diph­ 
theria and scarlet fever the strike Is ex­ 
pected to have grave results. 
Interfer­ 
ence with burials of such bodies mi^ht re­ 
sult in spreading of the epidemics.'

New York. Dec. 19.—At a dinner gKen 
the National Civic Federation by the local 
lK)dy Oscitr S, Straus spoke of Senator 
Hanna, who was absent on account of ill­ 
ness. 
Straus .said: 
“Senator Hanna has 
rei>eatedly declared he i.s tiot a candidate 
for the presidenc.v. and I will tell you why. 
He has been so active in our w’ork and 
he feels that if he were drawn into’that 
he would not be able to carry on the work 
of this federation, and he believes ’ this 
w'ork to be of greater moment and import­ 
ance than that which w’ould devolve upon 
the president of the T'nited States,” 


He quoted Hanna as saying two years 
ago he would rather be the man who 
W’ould carry to success the movement to 
bring labor and capital into elo.ser alliance 
than to be president, 
“And tho.sse o f us 
who hranl ibim say It bt-lieved him then 
and believe him now;” said Strau.<i. 
“We 
believe the National Civic Federation is 
the most important body of men in the 
United State.«.*’

President Transmits Paiiers to 
House—Comprise the Corres­ 
pondence Between State De­ 
partment an^I^aiipre« 


CONSUL DAVIS TAKEN BACK. 


Constantinople. Dec, 19.—Rear Admiral 
Cotton left Beriut yesterday on board the 
United Stetes cruiser San Francisco, tak­ 
ing Consul Davis to Alexandretta, which 
place Davis left Dec. 8 because he had 
been insulted and assaulted b3' local po­ 
lice. 
Minister Leishman has informally 
discussed the Alexandretta incident with 
the foreign minister, but has not yet pres­ 
ented formal demand, for reparation. Of-

Washington, Dec. 19.—President Roose­ 
velt to day transmitted to the house the 
third installment of papers relating to 
the recent revolution on the isthmus of 
Panama. 
The papers comprise corres- 
posdence between the state department 
and Minister Beaupre at Bogota, rela­ 
tive to the Hay-Herran treaty, consisting 
of 130 letters and telegrams sent between 
March 18 and Nov. 18, 1903. 
Nearly all 
facts contained in this correspondence 
have already been made public. 
These 
cover "in detail the story of Colombia’s 
effort to have terms of the canal treaty 
changed; notice of the United States that 
ac han&c would not be considered excepl 
in some slight particulars; June 10 Min­ 
ister Beaupre wrote the state department 
that the agent at Bogota of the Panama 
Canal company informed him- ho had been 
told ratification could be secured by the 
payment of $10,000,000 from the canal com­ 
pany to the oClombian government; July 
5 Beaupre informed Secretary Hay that 
a copy of the secretary’s cipher telegram 
of June 9 had been received by the senate 
in secret session. 
This note suggested 
Colombia’s rejection of the treaty or un­ 
due delays in its ratifications might com­ 
promise the friendly understanding be­ 
tween the two countries and that action 
might be taken by congress next wiriter 
W’hich every friend of Colombia would re­ 
gret. This was construed as a threat of 
retaliation against Colombia. 
About the 
same time the statement was received at 
Bogota from Panama that the department 
w-oudl revolt if the treaty failed. July 9 
Beaupre wrote he had been informed the 
treat J' would not be ratified unless the 
United Slates agreed to pay Colombia 
$15,000,0*10 and the company $10.000,000. Hay 
immediately notified Beaupre the pre.sident 
would send such amendments to the sen­ 
ate, but would treat it as “violating ne­ 
gotiations and bringing about failure to 
conclude asrtlsfactory treaty with Col­ 
ombia.” 


Then folh^wed corresi)ondence c<n*ering 
the proposed law by which the pre.sident 
of Colombia was authorized to continue 
negotiations. 
The price’ named was $10,- 
000,000 from the company, $20,000,000 from 
the United States, an annual rental of 
$150,000. 
Early in September Beaupre re­ 
ported a fierce attack in senate upon the 
appointment of Obaldia as governor of 
Panama, the appointment being the fore­ 
runner of .separation. 
In a later letter 
Beaupre quoted a reported statement of 
Obaldia that should the\treaty fail Pan- 
ania would revolt. Oct. 21 Beaupre wrote 
of positive feeling of alarm in Bogota 
over the possible action of the United 
States should the feeling in Panama find 
‘expression in overt acts. Final adjourn­ 
ment of the Colombian congress Oct. 31 
was duly,reported by Beaupre. H e also re­ 
ported great anxiety over conflicting re­ 
ports of secession on the isthmus. Later 
Beaupre reported intense feeling againsc 
the United Sta-tes; that 10,000 troops were 
being raised to Invade Panama, provided 
the United States allow them, to lànd, 
and that there was danger to Americans. 


Beaupre reported that Minister Rico 
declared the Uhitèd States recognition of 
Panama was contrary to all precedents. 
He stated that a vote^ of the national 
council decided ten to one to hand his 
passports but that the government, un­ 
derstanding such action would be tan­ 
tamount to declaration of war, advised 
him such a step would not be taken. 
Beaupre asked instructions as guide In 
case of severance of diplomatic relations. 
Beaupre and his secretary were on Nov. 
18 authorized to take their leave of ab^ 
sence whenvr Baupre thought best and 
to leave one of his colleagues in charge.

Bev. Charles Barton Passed 
From Earth Saturday—BIch 
in Years of TJsefuluei«s 


Rev. Charles Barkus Barton, 
graduate of Illinois college in the 
class of 1836, and one of the oldest 
residents 0$ Morgan county; died at 
5 o’clock Saturday afternoon at lus 
late home on Chestnut street. Mr 
Barton had beieii injfailing^health for

several years and Iiis passing-hence 
was not unexpected. 
‘ 


The deceased was born at Fitch- 
bui'g, Mass., Sept. 1,1810. In a sketch 
of his ownjlife, Mr. Barton said: ‘*0n 
the first Monday in January, 1830, 
the* preparatory department of Illiuois 
college opened' undfer the instruction 
of Ilev. J. M. Stuirtevant. I was one 
of seven students, in whose presence 
our instructor solemnly consecrated 
to 
God 
the instStution, who«J 
w’alls have echoed. His voice from that 
day to the present time. Our class 
graduated in 1836. The early stud­ 
ent^ of the college maj” have suffered 
for want of facilities, but we cannot 
believe it possible to have manned

spent jsome yieairs in teadiiog. In the 
fall of 1840 I WM lioòised by the 
mináis Presbytéry. I went to my 
first charge in the western part of 
Petoría county in rail road cars drawn 
by mules from JacksonviUo to Mere- 
dopa, and.ibcace up the river to Pe-* 
oria. A Ooqgregationjü church of 
thirty-one members was organized at 
Newburgh, my new home, soon after 
my arrival and in June, 1841,1 was 
oidaihed its pastor by Knox Presby­ 
tery. In the stmuner of 1847 I took 
charge of the Presbyterian church 
at Farmington^ Sangamon county. 
The next year I spent in Jacksonville 
and in unavailing efforts to resusci­ 
tate the Presbyterian church at Man­ 
chester. In 1853 I wen>fc to serve the 
Congregational churches of Bunker 
Hill and Woodbiim^ After five years 
there^ on account of differences over 
slavery, I resigned my charge. In 
1867 I "went to Richview to care for 
a newly organized Congregational 
church. I returned to JadtsonviUe 
in the spring of 1874 and preached 
much of the time to the Second Por­ 
tuguese Presbyterian church, through 
an interpreter.” 


Mn Barton’s father remove^ from 
Massachusetts to Tennessee in 1817 
and in 1827, in order to take his fam­ 
ily fr ^ the influence of slavery, de- 
eidecr to come to Illinois. In writ­ 
ing of the journey Mr. Barton* said : 
“The journey was half accomplished 
whert we reached the Ohio river. 
While we W€*re ferrying over, a sound 
which had been ringing in his cars 
wherever he hjad traveled for^ ten 
years past pursued his senptripluo 
years past, pierced his sensitve heart 
for the last time. The poor slaves’ 
fruitless cry for -mercy under the 
dbùver^ liash wlas* home over the 
waves from the Kentucky shore.. The 
note of anguish died in the air and 
we troái the soil of freedom onw 
more. We rested two days on this 
side of the river and on the third 
morning my father rose af day break, 
apparently in usual health, and spoke 
cheerfully of starting again on the 
journey, but int an instant fell speech­ 
less and life wtis soon extinct. We 
buried him there on the bank of the 
)eautiful Ohio, two miles from Ford’s 
Ferry. Then the widow and children 
renewed their mournful journey. We 
found Jacksonville a collection of 
twenty-five or thirty dwellings, chief­ 
ly log cabins. A rude school house 
serv€^ as a sanetuaiy for all denom­ 
inations, where three and a half years 
later, April, 1830, Rev. John M. Ellis 
was installed pastor of the Presbjier- 
ian (^urclt”' \ 


Father Barton’s long life lias been 
one of ^eat usefuhiess and helpful- 
n^s. * For many years he has been a 
venerated eitzen of Jacksonville and 
his voice has always bc«n raised in 
protest against wrong and in cham­ 
pionship for the right. His'.spirit 
and his Ufe were gentle and kindly, 
and everywhere and always he seem- 
^ to breathe, forth a sweet peaceful­ 
ness. He was a man of intense cul- 
iire and of deep religious convictions. 
No one could come in contact with 
lim without feeling th^e character- 
istics. Yet, with all his kindliness, 
herd was forpefulness andf both 
tonile and pen were sharp and 
poignant when he waged war against 
evil.

During the last years of his life lie 
resided with Mr. and Mrs. Verien 
Daniels and great kindness and care 
were bestowed upon him.^ Death 
came as the crowning of a w'ell spent 
ife and w’hen God’s fiiuger touched 
lim he quietly and peacefully closed 
iiis eyes to open ^em aran in that 
louse not made with hands.
